im the Lugislature. A Democrat will, of 
course, be elected as his successor. Uafor- 
tunately, the term of the other Senator, A. I. 
Boreman, does not expire until March, 1975.

That 
party have had complete control of the State 
eversince it became a State. The Governor, 
the whole delegation in Congress, the Legisia- 
ture, and everything else were theirs. It was 
looked upon as one of the most intensely 
een of all the intensely “loyal” States. 
Redicalism fondly dreamed that, if driven 
from its shrines elsewhere, it would always 
find’ a city of refuge and an altar 
upprofaned smong the mountains of West 
Virginie.
